H Was Lmid Out in 1844 and Eitcnd- 


ed From Biff Bwl Falla to 


Fort Winnebafa 


An old record book that had lain 


anon* other books and papers in the 
basement of the local court house for 
years until finally it was found and 
Jemoved a few years a*o by County 
Clerk A. E. Bourn, gives some inter* 
•tine history of Portage Bounty. 


The book contains official proceed- 


tolfs for the Board of C«mm«ttoners 
of Portage county for the year IBM, 
when Mathias Mitchell, Benjamin F. 
BeS and Luther Houston were the 
oVmmissioners. At that time Portage 
otmnty consisted of a lar^e part of 
what was then Wisconsin territory, 
embracing what now forms 14 or 
Ere 
counties, including Columbia 


oounty on the south and Marathon 
oounty on the north. Its population 
was then less than 1,000 and the con- 
quest of the srreat pine forests had 
hardly begun. 
Stevens Point was but a mere trad- 


ing post, while Plover was the county 
•eat, the location of which was deter- 
mined in April, 1844. What is now 
Portage was then Port Wmnebago, 
Little Bull Falls was the name of 
what is now Mosinee. and Wausau 
was Big Bull Falls. 
The laying out of the first road 
*om Fort Winnebago to Big Bull 
Falls by John B. DuBay, one of the 
most remarkable characters of "pin- 
«y" history, and William H. Tanner 
was recorded in the proceedings of 
fee Board of Commisisoners for July 
t, 1844. 
The report of the "trail blazers" 


was presented to the commissioners 
m follows: 


"Tojthe board of commissioners of 


Portage countyrWisconsin territory: 
The undersigned, being a majority of 
Ae road viewers appointed by said 
hoard on the 3rd day of April, 1844, 
to view the country between the house 
of Jared S. Walsworth and Big Bull 
Vails, with reference to the most prac- 
icable route for a road, having been 
duly sworn to the faithful discharge 
•f their duties and having employed 
competent Indian guides for that 
purpose, having completed said ex- 
amination and report.

At a special meeting of the Com- 


missioners h«ld Oct. 23, 1844, the 
board audited the account* of Clark 
Whitney, county surveyor, for sur- 
veying the road from Winnebago por- 
tage to Big Bull Falls and for as- 
sistants and supplies. The coat of 
laying out the road. 126% miles in 
length, was 9126.75. Other bills in- 
cluded wages for Indians.

CHANCE ON THE LAND 


J. J. Heffron Telia What One Portage 


County Fanner Has Accomplish- 


ed in Twelve Yeara. 


Under the heading of The Chance 


on the Land," Monday's issue of the 
Milwaukee Evening Wisconsin con- 
tained this article in its editorial col/ 
umns: 
The Wisconsin Farmer, published 


at Madison, prints in its current issue 
the following letter from J. J. Heffron 
of Stevens Point showing what can be 
achieved by hard work and good man- 
agement on a farm in Northern Wis- 
consin: 
"About twelve years ago, I traded 


Walter Andrewski a forty-acre farm 
with a new five-room house and barn 
24x30 and gave him some tools and 
machinery, one cow, one horse and a 
few chickens. I took a mortgage on 
the forty acres for $265 for five years 
at 6 per cent. The forty acres was all 
wild land at that time. Mr. Andrew- 
ski gave me a house in Chicago with 
a mortgage of $800 and I later sold 
this place for $1,500, so you see he 
was worth at that time about $700. 
Since he has come on to the forty 
acres he has bought over 300 addi- 
tional acres of adjoining land. 
A 


short time ago he called on me and I 
asked him how many cattle he had 
and he told me that he had sold sev- 
eral, but that he expected to winter 
fifty-one head and in addition twelve 
horses. A few years ago he sold over 
$2,000 worth of potatoes from- one 
crop. I asked him what he considered 
his place worth and he remarked. 
'Twenty thousand dollars wouldn't 
move me now.' He said also that he 
owed a few hundred yet, but that his 
milk checks and another year's crop 
would square him with the world. I 
could name almost 100 similar cases 
which I have located in the last 25 
vears. I cite this one only as an ex- 
ample of what can be done, by hard 
work in upper Wisconsin." 


There are as good fish in the sea as 


ever were caught, and there are op- 
portunities in Northern Wisconsin for 
men who have the pluck and energy 
to grasp them. Land in that region is 
not going to be cheaper than it is now. 
There was a time when farmers might 
raise crops but find difficulty in dis- 
posing of them at reasonable prices. 

Today the 
farmer who understands his business 
has more independence than the aver- 
age city dweller and far better chance 
to make money than was enjoyed by 
those -who *'TM the soft i* an eattier 
day.

of the Journal since he first came to 
Stevens Point, except for a oeriod of 
about eighteen vears, beginning in 
1875. when T. J. Simons owned a 
half-interest. 
Mr. Simons died and 


his interest was purchased by Mr. 
McGlachlin.

Travel of th» Smiling Daisy From th« 


Old World to th« New- 


Tradition has it that from the early 


garden of Governor John Endicott in 
Salem, Massachusetts, came what is 
now perhaps the commonest field 
flower in tbe United States. Few per- 
sons, writes Grace Tabor in "Old Fash- 
ioned Gardening." know that tbe pestif- 
erous white weed, the jubilant, smil- 
ing daisy, is an imported exotic. 


From this old dooryard garden it 


has danced to the music of tbe east 
wind straight across the land, up and 
down the meadows, through tbe long 
grass and the short grass, along every 
highway and every byway. Wherever 
man has gone it has followed gayly. 
Often it has driven him completely 
out of the fields he has made. 


That 
Kndieott valued the daisy 


enough to bring it with him to the 
uew England from the old marks him 
as a m«u of tnstf. for this flower had 
in ancient days "found its way into 
the trimmest gardens: the greenswards 
and arbours were 'powdered' with dai- 
sies." and Chaucer wrote of it in su- 
perlatives. It is uot native to England, 
either, however, but came from the 
continent, or perhaps by way of the 
continent, from an original home still 
fartner east, in northern Asia.

Utilized in Greater Number of Ways 


than Almost Any Other 


Agricultural Product 


The soy bean, which already is one 


of the most important cash crops of 
Asia and which promises to take an 
important place in the agricultural 
industry of the United Statto, may 
oe utilized in a greater number and 
i greater variety of ways than al- 
most any other agricultural product. 
The whole baans may be utilized fox 
food as are the seeds of other leg- 
umes, or the oil alone may be con- 
sumed. 
The oil resembles that of 


cotton seed in many ways, but is of a 
more pronounced drying character. 
In addition to its availability as a 
food, soy-bean oil has found import- 
ant uses in Ihn markets of the world 
for making paints, varnishea, soaps. 
rubber substitutes, linoleum, water- 
proof goods, and lubricants. It is 
also used in the Orient for lighting 
and in the manufacture of printing 
ink. 


In Japan the soy bean forms one 


of the most important article? of 
food in use. It is one of the prin- 


ed States, and recently a factory hs* 
been equipped to make this product. 
Such milk can be used for cooking ia 
the household and by bakers, confec- 
tioners, and chocolate manufacturers. 
If, however, the milk from the sor 
bean is used in the manufacttm of 
products as a substitute for 
the labels of such products should l»» 
dicate that the substitution has bes» 
made; otherwise it would constitute 
adulteration under the Food ssjt 
Drugs Act.
